was asked concerning his inion of a 
tic criticigm 


which caused some discussion, it. e., that 


from the standpoint of construction Cy- 
rano was superior to many of the works 
of Shakespeare. This point, though stated 


' succinctly, was apparertly misinterpreted. 
It was inferentially stated at the outset 


that in point of depth of philosophy and 
characterization Cyrano was not to be 
compared with the best works of Shakes- 
peare, but that as a play it lent itself 


| more easily to the exigencies. of dramatic 


expression than many of the master play- 


wright’s works. 
“T agree with you thoroughly,” said Pro- 


fessor Clark, when the point was mention- 
‘ed. “We all admit Shakespeare’s great- 


ness: but’ we cannot overlook, if we are 
analytical, the faults of his writings. 
Shakespeare was nota constructionist. No 
one ever claimed this for him. Shakes- 
peare wrote his plays very rapidly and 
without the ald of a collaborator. All of 


‘his characters are masterpieces, but there 


is much in his plays that could have been 
left out. 

“With Rostand it was different. In 
writing Cyrano he had the aid of Coque- 


‘lin, an experienced actor, who suggested 


points that possibly he might have over- 
looked. This was also true of Lytton, who 


' had Macready to help him in the writing 
i of 


‘Richelieu.’ The net result of Coque- 
lin's advise is that Cyrano is a magnifi- 
piece of construction work. 

“If asked to give my opinion of Cyrano 
in an off-hand way, I would say that its 
very virtues were its weaknesses. It is 
brilliant. There is too much of the 


clever personality of Rostand intruded 


'in the lives. Cyrano does too many cjever 


things all the way through the play. 
Then there are too many allusions to the 
nose—entirely too many. One does not 
the sympathy for Cyrano that he 


/ would were these allusions fewer. 


Another thing is an over abundgnce of 
detail. For instance, in the scene which 
takes place in ‘Ragueneau’s pastry shop, 
there is too much color; and when I say 
color I speak literally and not in a figur- 
ative sense. There is a Frenchiness about 
the scene that dazzles and detracts one’s 
attention from the main point. You can- 
not take in the significance of the scene 
at a glance. The gaud and glitter of it all 
bewilders you. It is too perfect.” 

Professor Clark was asked his opinion 
on the mooted question of Mansfield’s use 
of lime lights in the last act. 

“It is generally recognized that such a 
practice is against the canons of the best 
in art. In dramatie expression the final 
test summed up in the inability or 
success of the actor in effacing himself 
and making his audience see only the 
character he is portraying. One jarring 
note will cause to crumble the most gsuc- 
conceived characterization.

A Former Trip. Recalled. 

The prestige given to the league by its 
trip to the democratic convention of 1892 
was recalled by the older members of the 
committee, and from the enthusiasm dis- 
played at the meeting the indications 
point to the largest attendance at Kan- 
sas City that the league has ever carried 
away from Atlanta. The suggestion that 
the young democrats of Fulton should go 
and distinctly as members of 
the league is in part carrying out the de- 
termination of the league to take an ac- 
tive part in the coming campaign, as 
well as in the state convention.
